uuplessent inoident should pase uanctiowd. All Party miatakes should immncxii~ 
ately be reported. Should the attitude toward the Party and its leaders te 
anything but sympathetic ani sincere, ressons should be determined. 


Strong divergencicea of opinion between lower echelons of the PPA end PPS 
should be ameothed, and friction between the somxlttees should not be perai‘ched 
te develop. 


Observe carefully the methods and work of the opposition, particularily the 
Sllegal one, and try to determine whorein the people support or distrust it. 
We miat remember that the opposition, now deprived of power, will attempt « 
comeback at the proper tima, when it will appeal te the masses and emioavr 
to turn then against the Goverment. 


PPR must find the right approeoh to the nation. Sesking this approach and 
discovering a compromise sre the essence of every political maneuver. PPR 
semana to oppose cempromise, but this is @ hiaunderstanding. According te 
ew philosophy compromise ie elumys advizable when 1t implies ebendoring a 
lesser objective for the rake of ‘3 more iupertant one. Some of our ccuraden 
sonfuse compromise with opportunism, with the resuit that ag important 
vbjective may be lost for the sake of a trifle. This has been the case in 
considerationg as to whether to merge with the PFS. IG is much more Lapertan’ 
for the PFR te ocms to a fusion with the FPS thm to consider questions of 
prestige of personal embition, This miauaderstanding should be clarified 
within the Party. 


PPR wxt look for valuable dancoratio elements in the ranke of the legel 
eppesitieon, Hot every PSL member is an enaay of Foland, au enemy of progracs. 
or a friend of the Germana. Our attitude is different toward the illegal 
opposition, which regerds us with fenatio hatred. WIN is dangerous besauss 
of ite maffle-like charsoter, ruthless actiona and ite good intelligence 
techuigue, WIN is trying to creste a “nation-wide political orientsetioa” 
which would wmite all national trends. The easence of ita activity is to 
fight the USSR and PRR, end ite foreign policy is based on the Snglo~-Sancn 
orientation. WIN has shown itself to be more active, better organized and 
more selfeseorificing than the PSL. 
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
